Floral tributes have been laid at the spot where two died after five people were run down by a car in 
Beaver Road early on Sunday. Denise Head, 49, was killed and Brian Moon, 67, died in hospital. 

Denise was a mother of three and a grandmother who was looking forward to the birth of her second 
grandchild at the end of this year. Her family issued a statement which said: "She was full of love, gen¬ 
erosity and kindness, and lived life to the full. She was very young at heart, and enjoyed going out with 
her daughters in Ashford. 

"She was well known at the Beaver Road club, where she was a Bingo caller. She had been had been 
looking forward to celebrating her 50th birthday and had been organising a joint party with her son. 

"Denise had worked at Wilkinson's in Ashford and more recently the William Harvey Hospital. She 
leaves a large family in mourning."

A MAN appeared in court on 
Monday charged with two counts 
of causing death by dangerous 
driving after a car struck five peo¬ 
ple in Ashford. 

Stefan Stanko 24, from Gravesend, was 
charged after the deaths of Denise Head, 49, 
and Brian Moon, 67, who had 
been walking with a group of 
friends along Beaver Road 
just after midnight, in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

Stanko, a Slovakian, was 
also charged with being over 
the drink-drive limit, danger¬ 
ous driving and failing to stop 
at an accident. 

Mrs Head died at the scene 
and Mr Moon died later at the William Harvey 
Hospital. Three others were also taken to hos¬ 
pital including a 12-year-old girl Rosie, 
believed to be a Towers School pupil. She is in 
a critical but stable condition with head 
injuries. Two women sustained injuries that 
are non-life threatening. 

The friends were returning home from 
Ashford Working Men’s Club 100 yards away. 
According to relatives, they had all spent the 
day together. 

Stanko was remanded in custody by Ashford 
magistrates until a preliminary hearing at 
Maidstone Crown Court on October 12. 

Speaking outside Ashford Magistrates’ 
Court Denise Head’s niece, Paige, said: Denise 
was such a lovely woman. Her family is are all

GARDENER’S World pre¬ 
senter Chris Beardshaw was 
the main attraction at a two- 
day event for horticultural 
industry experts. 

The seminar, which attracted 200 
delegates from across the country, 
looked at the long-term future of hor¬ 
ticulture and how it can respond to cli¬ 
mate change. 

Talks were presented at Ashford 
International Hotel and visitors were 
then given a tour of Palmstead 
Nurseries, Wye. The nursery has been 
in the industry for 40 years and grows 
a million plants a year. 

Mr Beardshaw, who is now writing a 
book about biodiversity, said: 
“Biodiversity and sustainability are 
things I’ve become passionate about. 

It’s an exciting time for horticulture 
as we’re right at the forefront.” 

Talks were also given on the need to 
attract higher calibre recruits to horti¬ 
culture. Mr Beardshaw told of how a 
careers teacher tried to persuade him 
away from gardening. 

He said: “At 13, my careers teacher 


sat me down and pulled out a multiple 
choice form. I’d worked in a nursery at 
11 and wanted to go to Per shore 
College, ten miles away, to study hor¬ 
ticulture, but my careers teacher had 
never heard of it. 

“My career, according to my teacher, 
was to join the Navy. Even worse, 
because I wasn’t in the remedial 
stream I couldn’t do environmental 
sciences. 

“This was a good secondary school, 
which saw horticulture as only suit¬ 
able for those who had nothing intel¬ 
lectual to contribute to the world. 

“Is it any wonder we struggle to get 
the right calibre recruits? 


“Most people have been turned off 
from the moment they arrive at 
school, even if they’ve been enlight¬ 
ened in the early years.” 

Mark Gregory, who has designed 
award-winning gardens at the 
Chelsea Flower Show, said: “We need 
to sex-up the industry, make it appeal¬ 
ing. I visited my son’s school and hor¬ 
ticulture wasn’t on the radar.” 

John Langman, the owner of 
Palmstead Nurseries, said: “An event 
like this is invaluable in terms of 
meeting people. 

“It’s good to be able to give some¬ 
thing back to an industry that’s been 
very good to us.”

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School recalls 'natural 

talent'of TV favourite

X FACTOR favourite Daniel Pearce 
was booted off a school production of 
the musical South Pacific but did 
land an A grade for his music 
GSCE, teachers have revealed. 

He was a pupil at Norton Knatchbull School 
from 1991-96 and former teachers were delight¬ 
ed to see the 31-year-old - wearing a distinc¬ 
tive, pink stick-on Mohican hairpiece - join the 
final 25 contestants. 

John Hall, head of the expressive arts at the 
school, said: “He was always an excellent musi¬ 
cian here. He was involved in many perform¬ 
ances, including National Music Festival per¬ 
formances and the School’s Prom in the Royal 
Albert Hall with the Jazz Band as the drum¬ 
mer, several concerts as singer and drummer, as 
well as productions of Sweeney Todd and The 
Beggar’s Opera.” 

Daniel, who grew up in Ashford, was thrown 
off a production of South Pacific for disobedi¬ 
ence, but it was no surprise that he managed to 
get an A grade for his GCSE in music. 

He’s no stranger to the world of reality TV. He 
got his first big break on the one of the early 
Simon Cowell TV talent shows Popstars: The 
Rivals. 

The show which aired in 2002 pitched a girl 
group against a boy band to see who could 
make it first to the Christmas number one spot. 

Unfortunately for Daniel, unlike his rivals 
Girls Aloud, his band One True Voice’s time in 
the charts didn’t last long. 



But the end of the One True Voice was not the 
end of Daniel’s career in music. He went on to 
work with some of the industry’s most influen¬ 
tial artists, such as Guy Chambers who wrote 
many of Robbie Williams’ hits, Jamiroquai’s 
rhythm band, Craig David and Basement Jaxx. 

He even had a stint performing as the lead in 
the West End musical Jailhouse Rock. 

But despite all that experience and continued 
live performing, it has been hard for the singer 
to make it in the pop industry as a solo artist. 

He decided the only way forward was to brave 
the cameras again and apply for the X Factor. 

He said: “I made a big decision to throw 
myself into the lions’ den again. I had walked 
down all other avenues to try to get a solo deal 
and seven years on from Popstars thought 
maybe the powers that be might see fit to give 
me a second chance.” 

He has now made it through to the later 
rounds of the competition after singing Seal’s 
Kiss From A Rose for his first studio audition, 
but in the early days his talent could also get in 
the way of his school work.

Direct Brussels 
service change 
due to demand, 
says Eurostar 

EUROSTAR has confirmed it is re¬ 
organising the timetable of Ashford’s 
direct morning train to Brussels. 

The new service will arrive at Ashford 
at 6.55am instead of 6.25am. The train 
will also now stop at Calais and Lille on 
the way. It will now arrive in Brussels at 
9.44am. 

The changes are due to be introduced 
in December 13. 

A spokesman for Eurostar said: “The 
changes are due to demand. The previ¬ 
ous service left London at 5.57am and 
this was too early for many customers. 

“The advantages are that it gives peo¬ 
ple in Kent more options for onward 
travel in Europe especially. 

“For example, you will arrive in Lille at 
9.07am and can then travel on to some¬ 
where like Bordeaux with a simple 
change and you get there earlier. 

Decisions 

“We have to make these decisions to 
best serve everyone, especially in this 
economic climate.” 

Edith Robson who campaigned to have 
a direct Eurostar service to Brussels 
reintroduced, said: “I hope this helps peo¬ 
ple who want to access the rest of 
France, Switzerland and Italy. 

“Unfortunately people from over there 
still cannot get here in the morning. 

“There are no published timetables as 
yet, so unless someone tells you - and 
they will only know if they have tried to 
book - you will not be aware of what is 
happening.” 

The company will also be dropping two 
services to Disneyland Paris during the 
week, but not during the school holidays.

In the pictures, a man calling him¬ 
self Mike, is seen reclining naked 
with his legs apart with his hand on 
his boxer shorts. 

The paper said the teacher’s online 
profile described him as “straight” but

“not shy about showing off his body”. 

It also reveals he is new to model¬ 
ling and works as a physical trainer. 

Mr Handley told The Sun: “I didn’t 
pose for anything pornographic.” 

The school confirmed only that a 
staff member was suspended. 

Several comments posted on the 
Yourshepway website, including 
from current and past pupils, have 
expressed support. 

Jason Kay from Greenwich, a for¬ 
mer HGS pupil, said: “What he has 
done isn't really anything to get too 
bothered about but it's probably in 
his best interests to move on.” 

A current pupil said: “I know what 
Mr Handley has done is wrong but he 
is a very good teacher.”

Health care chiefs ready for 
a winter of flu and cutbacks

THE Eastern and Coastal Primary 
Care Trust gathered in Ashford last 
week to discuss the results of its 
latest board meeting. 

The PCT is responsible for front line health¬ 
care in Ashford, Canterbury, Folkestone, Dover 
Thanet and Swale. 

One of the most pressing issues facing the 
Trust is swine flu. Recent figures show it now 
looks as if the country will face a second wave 
of the pandemic, but health chiefs say they are 
frilly prepared for the virus. 

Aim Sutton, chief executive of the trust, said: 
'We have prepared for the worst case scenario. 
It is vital people firstly insure they are registered 
with a GP so they can get access to treatment.” 

A vaccine for the virus is still being prepared 
by medics, but is expected to be passed for use

by the public soon. In the meantime the trust 
has launched a campaign on buses to re¬ 
emphasis the health message of 'Catch it, Bin 
it, Kill it’. They also stress that people must 
make plans to deal with the disease including 
having a flu friend who can pick up antiviral 
drugs such as Tamiflu from chemists. 

Miss Sutton said: “Although this has not proved 
dangerous for the majority of people it is a seri¬ 


ous diseases and it will be important groups that 
are particularly vulnerable are vaccinated.” 

She also urged people to continue to take up 
their vaccine for annual winter flu. 

In Ashford, the trust said plans to turn the old 
hospital in Kings Avenue to a community 
health centre are still on track. 

The trust says feedback from local people had 
been very positive, but it was still awaiting a 
report from the team working on the project 
that should be prepared by November. 

Colin Tomson, chair of the trust, said: “The 
outline business case for the centre still has to 
be completed and we have to keep proving to 
government there is a need for that facility in 
Ashford to secure government funding.” 

Both members of the PCT were keen to say 
that despite the likely cutbacks on funding 
from central government, because of the eco¬ 
nomic crisis health care would not suffer. 

Mr Tomson said: “Less money does not mean 
worse care. You can be clever and squeeze out 
waste and get a better service.” 
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Conservation project reveals 
woodand's historical secrets

TREES dating back to the time of 
the first millennium are just some 
of the discoveries made by a study 
of the borough’s woodland. 

The Veteran Tree Project spent 683 days 
exploring the woods of Ashford and discovered 
nearly 1,000 trees of specialist importance to 
environment and nature conservation. 

The two-year project was carried out by the 
British Trust for Conservation Volunteers 
(BTCV) with backing from Ashford council and a 
£47,000 grant from the Heritage Lotteiy Fund. 

Virginia Hodge project officer said: “Ashford 
probably has the highest woodland cover of any 
borough in Kent. Trees are vital features of our 
environment, culture and natural history. 

“We wanted to identify and record the oldest 
examples and help to save and protect them for 
future generations.” 

The project recruited and trained 121 volun¬ 
teers from across the borough for the survey. 

Among the trees they looked at they found

314 veteran trees, 69 ancient trees and another 
332 of notable interest. 

Ms Hodge said: ‘Veteran trees are the old 
trees found in woodland and parkland and the 
gnarled oaks in the hedgerows. Our ancestors 
valued them as vital assets. They were part 
of their subsistence and economy as well as 
objects of religious and social interest. 

“Today, very few trees are maintained 
and managed for their produce. 

“Sadly, many more have been felled to 
make room for development, intensive 


agriculture and forestry or for safety reasons.” 

Among the veteran trees recorded were 
Ranters Oak, near Rolvenden. It got its name 
because in the 19th century ‘ranters’, travelling 
Methodist preachers who held their meetings 
under its branches and Bonnington’s Law Day 
Oak, where courts were held to hear local 
pleas and where the annual parish meeting 
used to take place. 

In Molash churchyard, yew trees with girths of 
more than five metres were recorded, including 
one that was planted more than 1,000 years ago 
and is 400 years older than the parish church. 

Godinton Park had one of the highest concen¬ 
trations of veteran trees with a total of 93.

Mayor of Ashford, John Holland talks to Ed Hill about getting involved with politics, his journey to 
becoming mayor and why communities should get involved and find out about party candidates 


Q How long have you been connected to the town and how 
did you get into politics? 

A Since 1942, I worked in Ashford Railway 
Works and at one time there was a large pay 
dispute and I was persuaded to attend a branch 
meeting of my Trade Union - The Transport 
Salaried Staffs Association. I left that meeting 
with the job of Organising Secretaiy which was 
the union’s equivalent of a shop steward. 


Q 


How do you feel about becoming the mayor? 


A Elated and relieved, mainly because I had to 
fight for the privilege to be mayor. Whilst I’ve 
had to fight for almost everything this in itself 
makes it more satisfying. In addition to which, 
in many ways I felt I had earned it since collec¬ 
tively I had served for 40 years as an elected 
member in Local Government: 12 years on the 
former Ashford Urban District Council; 22 years 
on Kingsnorth Parish Council and now six and 
a half years on Ashford Borough Council. 


Q 


Have you found your work as a councillor rewarding? 


A Most rewarding, particularly my direct 
involvement with the community and their 
problems, ideas and observations. Whilst com¬ 
mittees are fine I feel these are officer led. It is 
extremely difficult for a councillor to get an item 
on the agenda for discussion with other mem¬ 
bers. Whereas with community work most 
councillors are “hands-on” to help and advise. 


Q How do you think the public can engage more with their 
local politicians? 

A Difficult to give a specific response mainly 
because the public generally tend to let 
their councillors “get on with it.” For example, 
the exceptions to that seem to be any increase 
in Council Tax, nearby planning applications 
which bring out the Nimbyism, arrival of 
unwelcome nomads and unruly neighbours. 

One thing that I feel is lacking in some of 
Ashford’s recently created estates is the lack of 
community spirit -1 have found that so many 
only know their immediate neighbours and this 
is possibly because so many have come into 
Ashford from other parts of Kent and beyond. 
Whilst speaking to people one frequent remark 
made (particularly during election times) is 
“party politics should not enter into local gov¬ 
ernment”. Yet, results largely reflect that the 
majority of voters have voted on party lines. 

This was particularly noticeable following 
this year’s county council elections when sev¬ 
eral prominent, able and active councillors lost 
their seats and, unfortunately, through no 
fault of their own, replaced by inexperienced 
candidates. The point being that people should 
get to know more about their candidates irre¬ 
spective of his/her party allegiance. One other 
thing that has stood out for me is that many 
residents seem to think that most English 
mayors have the same executive powers as our 
continental mayors - which we don’t. Oh that 
were so, my mind boggles! 


Q What do you think are the challenges that face Ashford 
and the surrounding areas? 

A in a nutshell, provision of the infrastruc¬ 
ture whilst attempting to stay green. I 
think that our villages are an important part 
of the Kentish scene and we should do every¬ 
thing to prevent their destruction by allowing 
them to be swallowed up in the urban sprawl. 


Q 


What would you say to attract people to Ashford? 


A Ashford is a growing town and needs 
involvement and ideas from an injection of 
new blood. With your help we could achieve in 
getting a theatre, we might get an integrated 
bus service for all areas of the borough. Yet on 
the positive side we do have a High Speed 
Train service, we are close to the continent, 
we don’t experience or tolerate racism, house 
prices are favourable compared to other parts 
of Kent and we have a wonderful and active 
voluntary sector. 


Q 


What do you do in your spare time? 


A What spare time? I enjoy current affairs, 
socialising, and enjoy photography and phi¬ 
lately. Gardening, whilst enjoyable, I find is an 
opportunity to “think things through” without 
being influenced by others. Many of my 
earlier pastimes have slowly disappeared with 
age such as cycling, swimming, tennis and 
dancing.

Former addict has turned his life around and is helping others trapped by drugs 

If I can keep one person out 
of prison, it will be worth if 


Drug addiction's link to crimes committed to pay for the 
habit is well known. Darren Dilloway has served time in 
prison for drug offences but now works with the police and 
drug agencies to help people trapped by addiction. As part 
of our A Safer Kent campaign, taking a behind the scenes 
look at the work of Kent Police, TOM BETTS meets a man 
who has been on both sides of the system 



TURNING your life around when 
you are fighting a £100-a-day drug 
habit is no easy task, but Darren 
Dilloway is living proof that it can 
be done. 

At the peak of his addiction, Darren was liv¬ 
ing in a nightmare, flitting between prison and 
hostels, with a spate of convictions, heroin 
overdoses and near-death experiences under 
his belt. 

He was losing the battle and thinks would be 
dead by now if he hadn’t finally decided to try 
and escape and salvage something from life. 

He said: “At one point I would honestly 
rather have been in prison than free. You get 
three meals a day, have no bills to pay and are 
looked after in way.” 

Darren, 34, grew up in the Medway towns of 
Gillingham and Chatham and found himself 
in trouble with the police in his early teens. 

He dabbled with drugs such as cannabis, 
ecstasy, cocaine and LSD, before an addiction 
to speed got the better of him and he started 
stealing to pay for his habit. 


Skipping school, unemployment, hanging 
around aimlessly and car crime became the 
norm and he soon found himself inside, where 
he first took heroin. 

“Many people start to do it when they go 
inside as a ‘bird-killer’, to pass the time quick¬ 
er, and when I got out I realised I was addict¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Years of addiction followed, with crack join¬ 
ing heroin on his daily wish list. 

He said: “All that interested me each day 
was getting money to buy drugs, taking drugs 
and everything that went with it. I knew the 
risks but still I’d have tried anything. I was 
stuck in a vicious circle.” 

Talking about his crimes, he said: “The worst 
thing I’ve done is street robberies and burgla¬ 
ries. 

“At one point I wouldn’t think anything of 
breaking into four or five houses a day at the 
peak of my addiction. It didn’t occur to me that 
there were victims, you don’t really think like 
that.” 

However, after he last came out of prison, for 
a garage robbery, Darren decided he had to 
make a change.

He said: “It had got to the point where I was 
sick of it. I decided I could beat it but even now 
it’s an ongoing thing. I know that I could walk 
out of here and have the drugs I wanted in my 


hand in an hour, it’s that easy. I have to take 
each day as it comes.” 

Making the break with his old life and many 
old friends and acquaintances was part of the 
process. “I have had to take myself away from 
my old life, and isolate myself from a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Darren has been clean for 18 months and 
has carved himself a new life. He has success¬ 
fully completed a rehabilitation requirement 
and day programme and is facing the future 
with a renewed sense of hope. 

Now he is volunteering and helping others 
with their drug problems and has managed to 
get himself a flat in Gillingham to start a new 
life. 

Support 

Eventually he hopes to get a job as a drug 
support worker, helping young people under¬ 
stand what a life as a drug addict can be like. 

He said: “I want my story to be out there as 
it can show people they can turn their lives 
around. 

“It’s hard and you have to be ready and sta¬ 
ble in life, but it is possible. If I can keep one 
person out of prison it will have been worth it.” 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, who 
is in charge of the Medway area for Kent 
Police, arrested Darren when he was causing 
trouble and has seen him start to turn his life 
around. 

“I am delighted Darren is helping stop oth¬ 
ers turning to crime,” said Chief Supt 
Corbishley. 

“He can talk to offenders and potential 
offenders in language they understand, and 
get across the message that crime really does 
not pay.”

KENT has become the first county 
in the UK to use a hi-tech forensic 
marker spray to catch and deter 
flytippers. 

SmartWater is a permanent and invisible 
marking tool that is mainly used to protect 
property, but Clean Kent has now become the 
first agency to use the tool in this innovative 
way 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
project led by Kent County Council in partner¬ 
ship with district and borough councils, Kent 
Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, the Highways 
Agency and the Environmental Agency 

With help from former BBC TV Watchdog 
presenter Nicky Campbell, who now presents 
the breakfast show on Radio 5, the agencies 
demonstrated at Maidstone Studios how 
SmartWater will play a crucial part in the 
ongoing campaign to crack down on flytipping 
in Kent. 

Residents will be able to spray SmartWater 
on household waste before it is disposed of. If 
it is then found illegally dumped, officers can 
detect SmartWater using ultraviolet light and 
trace it back to the trader responsible. 

The invisible coding spray will remain on 
any object permanently, even if it is burnt, 
making it possible to trace the waste back to 


flytippers trying to cover their tracks. 

Clean Kent co-ordinator at KCC, Melanie 
Price, said: “SmartWater has been used 
throughout the country, and globally, to mark 
property, but we have been innovative enough 
to come up with this unique way of using it to 
deter flytipping. 


“Because it is invisible there is no way a 
trader could know if they are dumping 
unmarked waste illegally or marked waste. 
We are hoping the risk will deter them and 
reduce flytipping in Kent.” 

SmartWater chief executive Phil Cleary, 
whose brother invented the product, said: “The

use of SmartWater will help reinforce the mes¬ 
sage to criminals that Kent is now a no-go 
zone for flytippers. Through SmartWater, 
Clean Kent will have the technology to pursue 
convictions and will actively do so. 

“SmartWater maintains a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as evidence in court, 
which will send a strong message to anyone 
considering flytipping.” 

The scheme is being piloted in the Swale and 
Sevenoaks areas first, before it is rolled out to 
the rest of Kent. 

People found guilty of fly-tipping can face 
prison sentences of up to five years or a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £50,000. 


Railway offer 
'staycationers' 
ride to rescue 


TOURISM bosses have revealed a 14 per cent 
increase in the number of visitors to the 
Garden of England so far this year. 

Visit Kent said families had been flocking 
to attractions such as Leeds Castle and 
Howletts and Port Lympne wild animal 
parks after a summer promotion in conjunc¬ 
tion with train company Southeastern. 

Figures from the tourism partnership show 
that 2,534,491 visitors came to Kent between 
January and July this year, compared with 
2,227,083 in 2008. 


The 2FOR1 promotion, which is continuing 
until March 2010, is available at more than 
70 attractions, hotels and restaurants across 
Kent. Visitors have to present a valid rail 
ticket from anywhere in Southeastern’s net¬ 
work along with a voucher downloaded from 
the campaign’s website or from promotional 
brochures at railway stations. 

More than 3,000 vouchers have been down¬ 
loaded and it is hoped at least 5,000 will be 
redeemed before the end of the promotion. 

Sandra Matthews-Marsh, chief executive 


of Visit Kent, said: “People are looking for 
value for money and a good deal and this offer 
represents that. They are top attractions in 
Kent - restaurants, hotels, places to visit - so 
it’s a very compelling offer. We are convinced 
this campaign has made a contribution to the 
positive picture.”

Gary Wright asks why waste time considering a law that will always blame drivers in collisions with bicycles? 



Surely cyclists are the worst 
example of green arrogance 


THE cyclist may just be the best 
example yet of that self-righteous 
arrogance that has spoiled Britain 
over the past 20 years. 

I tended to believe that the militant anti¬ 
smoker represented all that was worst about 
this country. 

And be clear here, I mean the irritating, 
supercilious ANTI-smoker as opposed to the 
far less dangerous NON-smoker, who accepts 
that people have different ways to live their 
lives and that compromise is one of the best 
attributes a person can possess. 

That holier-than-thou mentality runs so 
deep in these people that I have discovered 
over the years that the ANTI-smoker normal¬ 
ly has a string of other unreasonable intoler¬ 
ances that mean he, or she, is not a person 
with whom I will choose to spend my free time. 

They represent the worst of PC Britain and 
those people like fundamental Christians 
(well fundamental anyone really) who simply 


believe they are right because it’s too difficult 
to reconsider or admit you’re wrong (anyone 
who took huge, spiteful delight in the law 
against smoking in public places). 

But the militant bicyclist has come up on the 
outside and is now proving to be the most dan¬ 
gerous green Nazi in existence. 

We have spent millions of pounds in local 
taxes and Lotto grants to build them a net¬ 
work of cycle paths across our fair isle. 

But that’s not good enough. Now Cycling 
England - an agency we fund through the 
Transport Department - wants the civil law to 
be changed so that drivers are automatically 
liable in the event of a crash. No matter who is 
at fault. 

So the Lycra Louts - who ride like they own 
the road, ignoring traffic lights and using the 
pavement when it suits them, especially in big 
cities - will have even less reason to be careful. 

They’ll be secure in the knowledge that 
when they do smash head-on into a truck as 
they go the wrong way down a one-way street 
(which is another change in the law being con¬ 


sidered), while they are recovering in hospital, 
at my expense, they will also know that com¬ 
pensation will be on its way from Mr Truck 
driver who is automatically to blame. 

Surely this is madness. 

Cyclists are at best a bunch of well-meaning 
folk who think that a mode of transport 
invented in the 19th century has a place on 
our busy 21st century roads. Incorrect. 

At worst they are hoodlums who disregard 
the Highway Code believing they have the 
moral high ground because they are not pol¬ 
luting our planet. 

Witness the ridiculous anger they’ve shown 
over Boris Johnson’s sensible plan to open bus 
lanes to commuters on scooters and motorcycles. 
Absolute common sense and yet they have 
protested with an anger not seen since the last 
anti-foxhunt protest outside Parliament. 

When cyclists start paying road tax (or VED 
for the picky) and have to pay insurance, then 
they deserve a voice, until then, ignore them 
and tell them to use the cycle lanes we have 
built for them.

No price too high to 
clean up rivers 

The Environment Agency has found 
that only five out of 6,114 rivers it 
has surveyed in the UK are clean. 

None of the five which meet 
agreed common European stan¬ 
dards are in Kent or Medway. 

The Environment Agency has 
indicated that the River Stour estu¬ 
ary and Pegwell Bay, plus the Stour 
upstream to above Ashford, is 
amongst the lowest two per cent of 
river sections for river water quality. 

At times of low rainfall up to 70 
per cent of the water in the mid 
Stour between Ashford and 
Canterbury has passed through the 
Ashford sewage plant. Chemicals 
such as oestrogen are not filtered 


out, and they severely affect wildlife. 
Similarly, the River Medway has 
badly polluted stretches. 

The Government is committed to 
meeting the target of 95 per cent of 
rivers meeting agreed European 
“good” or “very good” standards by 
2015, but it will have its work cut 
out to achieve this. 

If we don’t clean up the rivers, a 
variety of species will be damaged, 
or will not return to our rivers. This 
would include species such as the 
otter, kingfishers and water voles. 

Kent County Council needs to 
adjust the Kent Environment 
Strategy and use available resources 
to assist in the clean-up of our 
rivers. The cost of meeting stan¬ 
dards for England and Wales alto¬ 
gether would be about £9 billion. 
This is a price we should pay to con¬ 
serve mammal, bird and fish species 
for the future.

The humble origin of a

PAUL Bettany has been wowing 
theatre-goers and independent 
movie fans for years, but it took his 
buttock-baring turn as Chaucer in 
A Knight’s Tale for Hollywood big¬ 
wigs to sit up and take notice.

In Creation, Bettany plays the revolutionary 
scientist Charles Darwin, author of arguably 
the most explosive book in history, On the 
Origin of Species. 

Published 150 years ago, the book was a cul¬ 
mination of more than 20 years of research 
inspired by his travels as a young man. 

In the work, he revealed a scientific explana¬ 
tion for the diversity of species, including the 
evolution of man, and forever changed the way 
we view our place in the world. 

Creation is based upon Annie’s Box, a book 
written by Darwin’s great-great grandson, 
Randal Keynes. 

In it, we see Darwin as a young and vibrant 
family man - albeit one whose mental and 
physical health gradually buckles under the 
weight of guilt and grief for a lost child, his 
beloved ten-year-old daughter, Annie. 

A man tom between his love for his deeply 
religious wife and his own growing belief in a 
world where God has no place, Darwin even 
wrote that by effectively ‘killing’ God he felt 
like he was “confessing a murder”. 

So there’s much to talk about as I prepare to 
interview the 38-year-old actor. Opening a

door, I step into a grand but dimly-lit room. 
There is shelf upon shelf of books but no sign 
of Mr Bettany, so I take a seat and only then 
do I notice the soles of two feet hanging off the 
end of a line of chairs. 

“Um... Paul,” the PR says gently and a rather 
tired looking Bettany pops his head up. 

It turns out Bettany is feeling rather poorly 
but, ever the professional, he takes his seat 
under the spotlight and ploughs on. 


His blue eyes may look slightly glassy but 
even in this exhausted state, Bettany still 
makes a striking figure. Tall and slim, his hair 
shaved for a film role but it only maximises his 
razor-sharp cheekbones. 

“Darwin’s a bit of a hero of mine. I think he 
was an extraordinarily brave human being,” 
he says in quiet but well-spoken words. “I like 
the idea of a person who is a social conserva¬ 
tive having this revolutionary idea.” 

He felt particularly close to his character 
while filming at Darwin’s actual home, Down 
House in Kent: “It was beautiful. I am not par¬ 
ticularly sentimental but I was really moved. I 
found it extraordinary to walk that walk 
where a great deal of his thinking was done. 
You felt a bit like a ghost for a second.”

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Still the nation of gazumpers 



BAD NEWS DAY: Research shows that one in five of us are happy to shatter the dreams of other home-buyers

A STUDY has found that gazump¬ 
ing continues to be a significant 
issue in the UK property market. 

Despite the slow sales that have been such a 
feature of the property downturn, more than 
one person in 10 who responded to a question 
about sales being hijacked at the last minute 
said they had been a victim of such actions. 

And more than one in five said that if the 
opportunity arose for them to pursue a last- 
minute sale at the expense of another pur¬ 
chaser, they would do so without taking 
anyone else’s feelings into consideration. 

Gazumping happens when someone makes 
an offer on a property that is agreed to, only for 
someone to come in at the last minute and 
make the purchase with a higher offer. 

It works because any agreement between 
buyer and seller is not recognised in law until 
a contract has been signed. 

It is the period between when an offer is 
made and when a contract is signed that cre¬ 
ates room for gazumping, with the original 
buyer losing out if they will not beat the later 
offer. 

The figures mean home-buyers could be 
forking out up to £290 million annually in 
pointless surveys, searches and lawyers’ fees 
when they are gazumped at the last hurdle, 
according to a new study from leading inde¬ 
pendent personal finance website Fool.co.uk. 


From a survey of 2,000 of its readers, 
Fool.co.uk - which was looking at malpractice 
within the industry - found that 12 per cent 
had been gazumped over the past year. 

More startlingly, 22 per cent revealed they 


would attempt to gazump a sale if they could, 
and the property were desirable enough, with 
11 per cent describing it as a “necessary evil”. 

Gazumping is especially a problem for first¬ 
time buyers, who are unlikely to have the 


available capital to match a gazumping bid, 
especially when more than 10 per cent of the 
UK property market is now powered by buy- 
to-let operations with deeper pockets. 

According to Alison Hunt at Fool.co.uk, there 
are some basic steps that a buyer can attempt 
to make to prevent gazumping: 

1. Insist the property is removed from the 
market. 

2. Sell your property before buying another. 

3. Exchange contracts as quickly as possible. 

4. Maintain a good relationship with the 
seller. 

5. Work with agents on an exclusive basis. 

In the meantime, buyers are warned to be 

aware of the risk of being gazumped, though 
as house prices stall, and sales volume stalls, 
property-buyers may be increasingly less like¬ 
ly to suffer from being gazumped. 

David Kuo, head of personal finance at 
Fool.co.uk, said: “For many people, the pur¬ 
chase of a house will probably be the biggest 
single acquisition they will ever make. 

“It can take months of searching to find the 
ideal home and anything that dashes the 
dream can be emotionally draining, especially 
if it is the result of being gazumped. 

“But it’s not only emotions that get hurt 
when you are gazumped - finances can take a 
battering, too. 

“Consequently, it is important to minimise 
the chances of being gazumped, though it is 
not possible to eliminate the risk completely. 

“It is sometimes said that gazumping is the 
price we pay for free-market competition.”

Confidence grows as 
investors back property 

ALMOST half of UK consumers believe 
that buying property is the best way to 
invest money. 

In a study by Scottish Widows, 48 per cent 
of those polled said investing in property 
was the best way to maximise returns on 
hard-earned cash. 


This figure is a significant increase on 12 
months ago, when just 28 per cent of those 
surveyed cited property as the best choice of 
investment. 

Commenting on the results, Jason Butler 
of Bloomsbury Financial Planning said 
investors should avoid “backing one horse”, 
adding that there was no such thing as a 
“best investment”. 

He acknowledged that many investors 
“want to invest in [property] over and above 
other investments”. 

However, he warned that investors look¬ 
ing to build their property portfolio should 
proceed with caution because the property 
market fluctuated depending on the bor¬ 
rowing options available. 


FIRST-TIME buyers will be happy to learn 
that mortgage-lenders are now asking for 
lower deposits. 

According to Mortgageforce, the average 
deposit required in August was 21.25 per cent 

- down from 25 per cent the previous month. 
The move is regarded as a sign that confi¬ 
dence is returning after months of gloom. 

Katie Tucker, Mortgageforce technical man¬ 
ager, said: “More generous deals are available 

- the ongoing stability of house prices reduces 
the risk of negative equity and repossessions 
that lenders are keen to avoid, so we should 
see more accommodating terms.” 


However, Ms Tucker also advises borrowers 
to be clear about the difference between ‘dis¬ 
count’ and ‘tracker’ loans, explaining that 
discount rates do not follow the base rate. 

They are instead linked to bank and build¬ 
ing society standard variable rates, which can 
be changed at the lender’s whim. 

In related news, prospective buyers should 
be aware that from January next year, stamp 
duty will be reintroduced on properties over 
£125,000. 

This time last year, the Government opted to 
increase the stamp duty threshold from 
£125,000 to £175,000.

Baby Land Rover given 
the green light to roll 

LAND Rover has confirmed it will press 
the production button on its exciting 
LRX concept (pictured) - it goes on sale 
in 2011. 

Billed as the “smallest, lightest and 
most efficient vehicle” LR has ever pro¬ 
duced, it will slot in below the current 
Freelander and is tipped to offer greener 
technologies including a hybrid power- 
train option. It will also guarantee the 
future of the newly-formed Jaguar Land 
Rover group’s production plant at 
Halewood, Merseyside. 



Hybrids can be fun as 
Peugeot aims to show 

PEUGEOT is not only readying a diesel- 
electric hybrid for sale, but also pitching 
the idea that hybrids can be fun. 

The type will debut in the French mar¬ 
que’s new Nissan Qashqai-bashing

BMW star continues to 
wear badge with pride 


FOR years, the BMW 5-Series held 
pride of place in the management 
suite. But a new recruit with a famil¬ 
iar name has upset the seating plan. 

This upstart is Jaguar’s stunning new XF 
and, all of a sudden, even the big selling BMW 
520d - the number one aspirational manager’s 
motor, which outsells all other 5-Series models 
put together - looks like history... Or does it? 

Launched in 2003, current 5-Series styling 
remains controversial and, while this has 
helped maintain freshness, previews of a 
looming replacement suggest a comeback for 
BMW conservatism. 

Whatever you think of the car’s looks 
though, the proof of the pudding is in the eat¬ 
ing and summarised by a car loving mate of 
mine who described his 520d as: “The best 
bloody company car I’ve ever had”; this from 
someone who has enjoyed a succession of six- 
cylinder Audis and BMWs, including a much 
missed previous generation 523i.

when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 

As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but averaging nearly 50mpg is not unreason¬ 
able unless you exploit the engine’s low-mid 
range punch and amazing poise for such a big 
car (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds); balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. It will hustle along 
country lanes making about as much fuss as it 
does when quietly cruising motorways. 

The cabin is spacious and typically well- 
arranged, if clinical, and now features a more 
user-friendly sounds/navigation/technology 
interface than on launch models. 

Leather is a £1,340 ‘must have’ extra to an 
otherwise attractive £27,430 price for an entry 
level 5-Series that is a long way from petrol 518i 
‘poverty spec’ models of past generations, when 
snobby company car users would ask for the boot 
badge to be deleted from their order - ‘520d’, 
on the other hand, may be worn with pride.

Watson, Woolford and Richard Bloor 
scored after the break, with Rob Statham 
conversing twice. When Deal hit back, 
Woolford and Bloor (twice) re-established 
the visitors’ superiority.

IF THERE was ever any doubt 
Leon Camier would end 2009 as 
the British Superbike champion, 
the Ashford rider erased it in the 
opening race at Silverstone on 
Sunday beating his Airwaves 
Yamaha team-mate James Ellison 
into second place to clinch the title. 

Camier has now won 17 races this season, 
but the decisive victory in race one was, by his 
own admission, one of the toughest, as he 
fought his way up from fifth to take the lead 
with just one lap to go. 


Ellison set the early pace and Camier quick¬ 
ly got past his rivals to move up to second. The 
gap between the team-mates fluctuated and 
Camier’s anxiety to get past was obvious when, 
on lap 14, he tried to overtake at Abbey, only for 
his back wheel to come off the ground. 

He repeated his error three laps later, but 
finally escaped on the penultimate lap at 
Priory, when he took the inside line, crucially 
braking later than his team-mate. 

“That was one of the hardest races of the sea¬ 
son for me,” Camier said. “I was pushing so 
hard and there were some places where I was 
a bit out of control. I kept trying to make pass¬ 
es, but they weren’t working out. Thankfully it 
all turned out okay in the end, it’s an unbeliev¬ 
able feeling to know I’ve finally done it.” 

Camier was momentarily at a loss after 
clinching the title. “I really don’t know what to 
make of it all to be honest, it is such a big 
moment for me,” he said. 

“It’s a dream come true to become British 


Superbike champion. I have to thank everyone 
who has helped me get here.” 

Before he could celebrate, Camier had to 
compete in the second race, though this time 
his luck temporarily deserted him when he 
nearly ended up on the gravel, dropping to 
ninth before eventually fighting his way up to 
second, passing everyone bar Ellison. 

Camier admitted his performance was flawed, 
but was happy to see his team-mate win. 

“I knew I had to get a good start and get 
to the front and try and get into a rhythm but 
I made another mistake on the brakes so I 
have hopefully learnt from it this time 
around,” he said. 

“There is certainly room for improvement 
with some of my overtaking moves as it took 
time to get by some of the other riders when I 
rejoined. 

“It was great to see James win though and this 
has been an awesome weekend for the Airwaves 
Yamaha team and all of our sponsors.”

Town crashed as debut 
keeper has a nightmare

“OH it’s rubbish, bloody rubbish,” 
screamed Brian Clough once in a 
moment of exasperation - so what 
he would have made of the Nuts & 
Bolts capitulation in Tolworth on 
Saturday is anyone’s guess. 

The Casuals routed Town by precisely the 
same scoreline at Homelands back in April, 
just as the financial crisis that still dogs 
Ashford was beginning to engulf the club. 

There are of course mitigating circum¬ 
stances, but while the fact that Town boss 
Steve Lovell had to assemble a squad from 
scratch with virtually no money counts for 
something against the likes of Croydon, it 
means little against Corinthian, an entirely 
amateur side. 

It was a debut to forget for young keeper 
Darren Ibrahim, who started for the first time 
due to the knee injury Scott Chalmers-Stevens 
picked up during Town’s win over Whyteleafe.

Ibrahim had to pick the ball out of his net 
five times, though there was little he could 
have done about the Casuals’ opener, where 
the defence was culpable, leaving Jamal Carr 
unmarked for an easy header on 15 minutes. 

If Town can look back at one moment and 
wonder what might have been it came in 
the 18th-minute, when Mitchell Sherwood 
was brought down on the edge of the box 
and the referee awarded a free-kick instead 
of a penalty. 

Otherwise there was little for the away fans 
to cheer and just past the half hour mark it 
was 2-0, when Glenn Boosey picked up the ball 
40 yards from goal, spotted Ibrahim off his line

and took full advantage by lobbing him. 

Ten minutes before the break Ibrahim was 
beaten again, with worrying ease by Kane 
Sargeant, though there was little he could 
do about the Casuals’ fourth, when Saheed 
Sankoh set up Carr for a classy finish a 
minute before the interval. 

Lovell replaced Nick Smith with Toby 
Ashmore at the interval and the Nuts & 
Bolts did improve after the interval, with 
Luke Coleman and Kevin Swaisland also 
coming on after 65 minutes. 

The latter grabbed a poacher’s goal just 
three minutes later, sparking a sustained 
protest from the home side who felt there 
had been an infringement, but the Casuals 
still had the final say, when their sub 
Carlton Murray-Price lost his marker and 
rolled the fifth past Ibrahim two minutes 
from time. 

The result drops Town back into the 
Ryman Division One South relegation zone, 
ahead of Saturday’s trip to Merstham.

Reeves builds on good 
form with a double win

TIM Reeves recorded a double win at 
Silverstone at the weekend, taking the 
chequered flag in two sidecar races specially 
held at the Northamptonshire circuit in 
support of the British Superbike event. 

Following a second and first place in the 
Gold Cup at Scarborough the previous week¬ 
end, Ashford-born Reeves went one better 
this time, holding off a high-class field includ¬ 
ing John Holden and Andy Winkle, champi¬ 
ons of the 2009 Yokohama/ACU/FSRA 
British F2 series. 

The 37-year-old, riding with his partner 
Patrick Farrance for the LCR-Team Prof Dr 
Sallmon team, qualified on pole for the first 
race, setting a time of 1:35.985, more than 


two seconds faster than Holden and Wilken, 
their closest challengers. 

The duo then outclassed all their competi¬ 
tors to win the 12-lap first race by fully 
12.483 seconds, again ahead of Holden and 
Wilken of Suzuki/Holden Racing, with Simon 
Neary and Stu Bond a further second back in 
third place. 

Reeves and Farrance recorded the fastest 
lap, setting a mark of 1.36.35 at an average of 
82.68 mph. 

The duo then took race two by a margin of 
9.735 seconds, this time ahead of Sean and 
Mark Hegarty, who pipped Holden and 
Winkle for third place. Reeves and Farrance 
again set a fastest lap time of 1:36.34 in the 
process, at an average speed of 82.19 mph. 

Although the event was purely invitational, 
Reeves was delighted with his display.

Ibraham shown 
no mercy by boss 
after poor display 

DARREN Ibrahim will be dropped from 
Ashford Town’s starting line-up for 
Saturday’s trip to Merstham, after a night¬ 
mare debut in goal against Corinthian 
Casuals. 

“He’s only got himself to blame,” manager 
Steve Lovell told Yourashford after the 5-1 
defeat. “I’ve got no confidence in him and 
I’ve got to be fair to the rest of the lads. You 
give people a chance to perform and if they 
don’t take it it’s down to them. He’s been 
waiting for his opportunity, but he was at 
fault for a couple of their goals and he did¬ 
n’t look fit. That’s down to him.” 

Lovell said Ibrahim could stay with the 
club, but would have to work hard to con¬ 
vince him he was worth another chance. 

“He’s a nice lad, but now it’s down to him 
to see if he wants to react or to throw in the 
towel,” he said. 

With Scott Chalmers-Stevens definitely 
out, Lovell must decide whether to enter 
the transfer market, most likely for a loan 
signing, or take a chance on reserve goal¬ 
keeper Dan Mason. 

The manager singled out Paul Jones and 
John Guest for praise, but admitted his side 
had “lacked quality in certain areas,” at 
Corinthian, and not just in goal. 

Individual errors contributed to a score¬ 
line Lovell felt flattered the home side. 

“They went in 4-0 up at half-time, but 
their manager has absolutely hammered 
them,” he said. “It sounds stupid if you 
weren’t there, but if we’d been rubbish I 
would have held my hands up and admit¬ 
ted it.” 

He also felt the referee’s decision to award 
a free-kick instead of a penalty after a foul 
on Mitchell Sherwood was crucial. 

“It was definitely a penalty,” he said. 
“Mitch has been brought down in the box 
and at the time it was only 1-0. These 
things change games.”
